SUMMARY

Senate Bill 497 appropriates from the general fund to DCA for youth education in performing
arts productions for children and performed by children.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS

Senate Bill 497 appropriates $200.0 from the general fund to DCA and is recurring. Any unex-
pended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of fiscal year 2007 shall revert to the gen-
eral fund.

SIGNIFICANT ISSUES

The legislation provides funding for classes for children in performing arts disciplines, educa-
tional outreach programs with a bilingual component and operational expenses for a performing
arts theatre in Santa Fe County.

All programs would be funded and available to a performing group in Santa Fe County.

ADMINISTRATIVE IMPLICATIONS

According to DCA, the department would probably have to issue an RFP to accommodate the
state procurement process and the anti-donation laws.
